The crop weather report of the na- 


tional weather bureau issued Septem- 
ber 30th says: "In Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Kansas, Illinois, Michigan and Ohio fair 
progress has been made with plowing 
and seeding, but in the Middle and 
South Atlantic States and generally to 
the southward of the Ohio river this 
work is backward and tho soil in such 
dry condition as to render it imprac- 
ticable." 


Compare the above with my forecast 


published in the bulletin of July 20th 
in these words: "In the Great Central 
Valleys the weather conditions of 
August, September and October, 1895, 
will be very favorable to fall seeding, 
but qt ito unfavorable in the Atlantic 
States. August and September will be 
too dry on the Atlantic coast." 


August 3d I gave dates for August, 


September and October tropical hurri- 
canes. Tha news is not all in as to the 
September hurricane. Enough is known, 
however, to piove that the forecast was 
uot a failure. It took a more southern 
route than was calculated and was 
south of Florida about the 20th moving 
northeast. On the 29th it destroyed a 
Spanish gunboat near the western ex- 
tremity of Cuba. 


The reports of the August hurricane 


are all in. 
My forecast, published 


August 3d, run thus: "The tropical 
hurricane will be of greatest force on 
our Atlantic coast within a few days of 
August 20th."

About this latter date it re- 


curved nnd_ moved, northward, joining 
the heavy transcontinental storm. 


No such success was ever before 


made in forecasting tropical hurricanes 
and my first effort at definitely local- 
ing and timing tropical hurricanes was 
for those of August, September and 
October.

Finally the 
fee was abolished by legislative enact 
ment, bnt the governor's salary was 
sufficiently increased to cover,.the fees 
thna lost. General Arthur St. Clair, who 
was then governor of tlie territory, vo 
toed the b;ll abolishing the fees c;u( 
signed the one raising the governor's 
salary. This performance, so tho story 
goes, KO lingered tho people that they 
soon afterwiu'd abolished the veto pow- 
er, and later took it ont of the constitu- 
tion.—Bnffalo Express.
